Four years later, in 
Mexico, fullbacks Willi 
Schulz and Karl-Heinz 
Schnellinger hardly 
spoke to one another, 

Then, in 1974, it was 
the bitter Overath-Netzer 
feud as well as the clash 
between Beckenbauer 
and his two rivals, Breit- 
ner and Hoeness.

Probably Derwall 
wouldn't mind a couple 
of minor skirmishes in 
his team between his 
players — if he had star 
performers. 

But there are no Gerd 
Muellers, Uli Hoenesses, 
Uwe Seelers and even 
Rudiger Abramezyks on 
the horizon and West 
Germany will have to 
find at least two top 
strikers to partner Rum- 
menigge if they want to 
do well, as they usually 
do, at the World Cup.
